Alward named as 
new chief of police

East Jordan’s new chief of police, 
Jerry Alward, is looking forward to 
starting his job at the end of October. 

But he feels uncomfortable in the 
shadow of the controversy that came 
with his appointment. 

“I’m thrilled to be the police chief, 
but I don’t like that it happened this 
way,” said Alward. 

In a move that ended with an angry 
resignation by Mayor Russ Peck, the 
city council voted 4-3 to hire Alward 
Oct. 19. 

Alward, who did not attend the meet- 
ing, said the mayor phoned to assure he 
had nothing against Alward personally. 


The mayor was apparently upset with 
the method the council used to hire the 
new chief. 

Alward hopes to stay out of politics 
and stick with police work. 

“East Jordan is lucky to have really 
great cops,” he said. Alward noted he 
worked often with two of EJ’s present 
full-time officers while serving Antrim 
County. 

Alward, 45, has a lifetime of law 
enforcement experience. Born and 
raised in Antrim County, he served as 
chief of police in Ellsworth and fire 
chief in Banks Township. 

Alward was with the Antrim County 
Sheriff's Department for 11 years, first 
as a deputy, then as a detective.

In response to the recent legislative efforts to con- 
struct anew form of school financing, the East Jordan 
school board released a resolution endorsing specific 
measures for the new “Blueprint for Education.” 

The board is urging that the new funding package 
includes: 

¢ Adequate per-student foundation grant ¢ of at least 
$5,200. 

¢ Fulfillment of state obligations in FICA and 
retirement. 


« A blend of revenue sources that eliminates exces- 
sive reliance on one source, along with guaranteed 
future growth in revenues. 

+ An option to permit all school districts to seek 
limited increased local support. 

In the area of cost containment, the board is recom- 
mending: 

* Incentives for cooperative cost containment mea- 
sures between consortiums of local and intermediate 
schoo! districts. 

* Elimination of rules of mandated programs that
